Tre 
need of Prisoners’ Parcels and Medical Supplies will 
be doubled. They will be distributed by the Allied 
Command, and will play a vital part in feeding our 
men pending repatriation. After the magnificent job we 
have done during the last five years we cannot fet our 
boys in German prion camps down. Our Prisoners 
in the Far Fast will also be a continuing responsibility. 
We must carry on Until every man i buck home.
